Sounds  of  Silence 

Silently,  behind  the  scenes,  some  good  things 
have  begun  to  happen  at  KPFK. 

During  the  summer,  members  of  the  staff  have 
been  meeting  regularly  with  the  KPFK  board  of 
directors.  The  result  is  a  reorganized  and  rejuven- 
ated and  expanded  board  that  represents  the  aud- 
ience as  well  as  the  community.  You  are  sure  to 
recognize  many  of  the  names  listed  on  page  3. 
The  names  you  don't  recognize,  I  assure  you,  are 
as  important  and  as  effective  as  the  ones  you  do. 

Ever  since  the  disappearance  of  the  Pleasure 
Faire  as  a  benefit  event  for  KPFK,  the  station  has 
been  looking  for  a  major,  annual,  off-the-air  fund 
raiser.  We  think  we  have  the  answer  now  as  we 
prepare  for  the  KPFK  Merrie  Christmas  Faire  and 
Country  Crafts  Market,  to  be  held  in  late  Decem- 
ber at  the  Santa  Monica  Civic  Auditorium.  See 
page   2   for  details. 

One  more  positive  note.  Since  February,  1972, 
KPFK  has  added  more  than  2,600  new  listener- 
sponsors  to  its  roster.  For  nearly  six  months  the 
number  of  subscribers  has  stood  at  10,000  or  bet- 
ter! 

Even  so,  beginning  on  October  2,  KPFK's  regu- 
lar programming  will  be  "silenced"  for  about  two 
weeks. 

We'll  use  that  two  weeks  or  so  to  raise  the 
money  necessary  to  keep  KPFK  on  the  air  this 
fall. 

The  programs  you  won't  hear  during  the  pitch- 
ing have  been  in  effect  silenced  by  the  silence  of 
our  audience.  Silenced  by  the  silent  majority -the 
90,000  persons  who  listen  to  this  station,  but 
don't  subscribe.  Silenced  by  more  than  5,000  sub- 
scribers who  let  their  subscription  lapse  this  year 
alone! 

Following  last  March's  disappointing  Marathon, 
KPFK  has  trimmed  its  monthly  budget  by  $5,000. 
The  size  of  the  staff  has  shrunk.  Other  economies 
have  been  introduced.  Yet  we  still  fail  to  raise  the 
$22,000  needed  each  month  to  keep  this  experi- 
ment in  free  radio  on  the  air.  Subscription  and 
contribution  income  in  July  and  August  never 
rose  above  $14,000.  Who  absorbs  the  deficit?  The 
staff.  The  Mitchell  Hardings,  the  Mike  Models,  the 
Miriam  Bjerres,  the  David  Clouds,  the  Mary  Besses, 
the  Dennis  Levitts,  the  Steve  Tylers,  and  the  oth- 
ers who  serve  silently  behinci  the  scenes. 

The  merchants  who  supply  KPFK  the  goods 
and  services  necessary  to  keep  the  station  function- 
ing. They  have  a  right  to  be  paid  on  time,  too! 
The  goal  is  360,000  in  pledges,  $50,000  in 
cash.  We  hope  to  meet  the  goal  in  two  weeks,  but 
we'll  be  on  the  air  with  sounds  of  silence  until  we 
do.

Explosions  are  not  comfortable  things.  That  is  why  the 
exploders,  the  heretics,  are  quite  rightly  annihilated  by  fire, 
by  axes,  and  by  words.  Heretics  are  harmful  to  everybody 
today,  to  every  evolution,  to  the  difficult,  slow,  useful,  so 
very  useful,  constructive  process  of  coral  reef  building; 
imprudently  and  foolishly  they  leap  into  today  from  to- 
morrow. They  are  romantics.  It  was  right  and  proper  that 
in  1797  Babeuf   had  his  head  cut  off:  he  had  leaped  into 
1797,  skipping  one  hundred  and  fifty  years.  It  is  equally 
right  and  proper  that  heretical  literature,  literature  that  is 
damaging  to  dogma,  should  also  have  its  head  cut  off;  such 
literature  is  harmful. 

But  harmful  literature  is  more  useful  than  useful  litera- 
ture: because  it  is  antientropic,  it  militates  against  calcifi- 
cation, sclerosis,  encrustedness,  moss,  peace.  It  is  Utopian 
and  ridiculous.  Like  Babeuf  in  1797  it  is  right  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  later.

But  first  the  notion  that  man  has  a  body  distinct  from 
his  soul  is  to  be  expunged;  this  I  shall  do  by  printing  in 
the  infernal  .Tiethocj,  by  corrosives,  which  in  Hell  are  salu- 
tory  and  medicinal,  melting  apparent  surfaces  away,  and 
displaying  the  infinity  which  was  hid. 

If  the  doors  of  perception  were  cleansed  every  thing 
would  appear  to  man  as  it  is,  infinite. 

For  man  has  closed  himself  up,  till  he  sees  all  things 
thro'  the  narrow  chinks  of  his  cavern.

ALPH  VAUGHAN  WILLIAMS  (1872-1958)  was 
like  a  "large  shaggy  sheepdog-lovable,  kindly,  in- 
telligent, and  untidy,"  to  quote  Stephen  Williams.
